AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE COASTAL 
MANAGEMENT ELEMENT (TO REVISE AND UPDATE POLICIES 
RELATING TO COASTAL HAZARD AREAS); CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENT ELEMENT (TO REVISE AND UPDATE 
POLICIES RELATING TO COASTAL HAZARD AREAS); AND 
INTRODUCTION AND ADMINISTRATION (TO REVISE AND 
UPDATE DEFINITIONS RELATING TO COASTAL HAZARD 
AREAS); AND AMENDING ALL ELEMENTS AS NECESSARY; 
PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE 
WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by Ordinance 
No. 89-17; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners have 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 
Beach County; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
its public hearings on February 2, 9, 23 and March 9, 2001 to review 
the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan 
and made recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm 
Beach County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, 
Part II, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as 
the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public hearing 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on March 26 and 
April 10, 2001 to review the recommendations of the Local Planning 
Agency, whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized 
transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of Community 
Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on July 1, 2001 the 


Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and 


Comments Report,” dated June 29, 2001 which was the Department's 


written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 
WHEREAS, on August 27, 2001 the Palm Beach County Board of County 
Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written comments 
submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to consider 
adoption of the amendments; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners has 
determined that the amendments as modified satisfy the concerns 
addressed in the Department of Community Affairs' "Objections, 
Recommendations and Comments Report" and comply with all requirements 
of the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulations Act. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 
Amendments to the text of the following Element of the 1989 
Comprehensive Plan are hereby adopted and attached to this Ordinance 
in Exhibit 1: 
A. Coastal Management Element, to revise and update relating 
to coastal hazard areas; 
B. Capital Improvement Element, to revise and update policies 
relating to coastal hazard areas; 
Ci. Introduction and Administration Element, to revise and 
update definitions relating to coastal hazard areas, and 
B. Amending all elements as necessary for internal 
consistency. 
Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 
All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area 
of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
Part III. Severability 
If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 


the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 


2 The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 

3 of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 
4 Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 

5 word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or any other 

6 appropriate word. 

7 Part V. Effective Date 

8 The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
9 final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
10 Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
11 accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever occurs 
12 earlier. No development orders, development permits, or land uses 
13 dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 
14 become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the 
15 Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made 
16 effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective status, 
17 a copy of which resolutions shall be sent to the Department of 
18 Community Affairs, Bureau of Local Planning, 2555 Shumard Oak

Palm Beach County's Coastal High-Hazard Area (CHHA) is the evacuation area for a 
Category 1 hurricane. It is expected that the number of structures located within the 
CHHA will continue increase. 


The infrastructure in the coastal area is available at urban levels-of-service and subject 
to concurrency requirements. Palm Beach County will not promote additional densities in 
the CHHA that would reduce evacuation times, and will not fund infrastructure 
mnprovainent or expansion that abla density increases beyan SBTSHE CENEISE ant

3. REVISED - Policy 2.1-c: The County shall provide for safe evacuation from coastal 


areas by reviewing all development proposals in the Hurricane Vulnerability Zone, which 
are submitted for certification through the zoning approval and development review 
committee processes, to determine whether the development is expected to result in an 
increase in hurricane evacuation times. Developments which cause such an increase 
shall be required to provide mitigation measures, including but not limited to safe rooms 
in homes or _ common facilities, or roadway improvements, such that hurricane 
evacuation times are not increased in the hurricane vulnerability Zone. aria

4. REVISED - OBJECTIVE 2.3 Development in High Hazard Area 
Palm Beach County shall direct population concentrations away from known or predicted 
coastal high-hazard areas, and shall discourage not approve increases in population 
densities in the coastal high hazard area thatweuld reduce-hurricane-evacuationtimes. 


5. REVISED - Policy 2.3-a: The County shall dissceurage not increased densities in the 


coastal high hazard area Category+—hurricane—evacuation-_areas—as—defined by the 
Division of Emergency Management.

. Using timing and location of capital projects to provide services to support growth 
in areas where the County can efficiently and effectively provide services, and to 
avoid placement of capital facilities in locations that would promote growth in 
areas which cannot be efficiently served or which are designated as coastal high- 
hazard eeastal areas;
